Housing. 

22  houses  were  built  during  the  year. 

The  Inspector’s  report  shows  40  ashpits  replaced  by  water 
closets,  bringing  the  total  water  closets  in  the  district  to  999 
and  privies  to  2,033. 

For  the  abatement  of  nuisances  263  notices  were  served, 
249  of  these  were  remedied. 

All  houses  where  infectious  diseases  occurred  (excepting 
Erysipelas  and  Ophthalmia)  were  fumigated. 
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Workshops  and  Factories. 

These  were  inspected  during  the  year  and  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 


Cowsheds,  Milkshops,  and  Dairies. 


There  were  inspected  quarterly,  and  found  to  be  clean  and 
up-to-date. 


There  are  24  milk  sellers  registered  in  the  district. 


Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  18  slaughter  houses,  these  were  inspected 
quarterly,  and  found  to  be  regularly  lime-washed  and  kept  in  a 
clean  condition. 


Bakehouses. 

The  eight  bakehouses  (none  underground)  are  clean  and 
well  ventilated. 

Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

These  works  are  being  extended  which,  when  complete,  will 
double  the  tank  capacity  and  the  filter  beds,  as  well  as  the 
provision  of  a  humas  tank,  storm  water  filter,  and  extra  land  for 
sludge  drying  and  disposal.
